to counterbalance the loss in revenues 
that will result from the reductions 
and the lengthening of the free list 


Increase on Certain Luxuries 
This shortage will necessitate further 
Increases on certain luxuries, and the 
committee Intends to report some 
changes at an early date which It will 
ask the senate to adopt. 
In discussing the revenue features 
of the bill, Senator Aldrich insisted 
that as it will be amended by the sen­ 
ate, the Payne bill will provide sufli 
d en t funds to meet expenses of the 
government without resorting to any 
but import taxes. 
In this connection 
those articles which the federal gov­ 
ernment purchases in large quanti 
ties in foreign m arkets are to be pro 
vided with lower rates of duty. This 
is in accordance with the plan recent 
ly launched in the senate through the 
appointment of the new committee 
on public expenditures, to reduce the 
running expenses of the government. 
No maximum and minimum provi 
slons or administrative features, which 
Include additional forms of taxation 
were reported in the bill. These sec­ 
tions of the measure are to receive 
tho joint consideration of the Republi­ 
can and Democratic members of the 
finance committee and may not be re­ 
ported for three weeks or more. Sev­ 
eral revenue features are dependent 
upon action w’hich the committee will 
take in regard to these sections.

Washington, April 13.—The I olive 
was in session two hours and fifteen 
minutes. 
The first action taken was 
the adoption of a resolution calling 
upon the senate for a return of the 
Payne tariff bill next Thursday in or­ 
der that it might be corrected so as 
to include products of petroleum in 
the free list. 
During the confusion 
incident to the passage of the bill 
Friday last it was believed that this 
provision was embodied in it, but it 
developed that such was not the case, 
alth o u g h ^ clearly was the intention 
to include those products along with 
crude 
and refined 
petroleum. 
The 
house especially authorized its en­ 
rolling clerk to make the correction 
and he can make the change within a 
few minutes. 
It will therefore cause 
no delay in tariff legislation. 
It is 
understood the senate will not object 
to such return of the measure.

New York, April 13.—The w rit of 
habeas corpus secured in behalf of S. 
S. Carvalho, Bradford M errill and Ed­ 
w ard H. Smith, officers of the Star 
company, publisher^ of the New York 
A m erican and Evening Journal, in 
th e action brought against them for 
crim inal libel on com plaint of John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., was upheld by Jus­ 
tice Gerard in the suprem e court. The 
defendants were ordered discharged.

in the 
New 
York 
A m erican of Dec. 17, 1908, of an arti­ 
cle wrongly accusing him of having 
originated a peonage system to which 
employes cf a certain breakfast food 
com pany in Illinois w ere alleged to 
have been subjected. 
The article, which was promptly 
disavowed the next day, when a full 
retraction of all the objectionable al­ 
legations was printed, recited that 
p art of the system for which Mr. 
Rockefeller was held responsible con 
sisted in keeping of workm en in a 
stockade guarded by arm ed sentries 
and enclosed by a high fence along 
w hich electric wires w ere run. 
In his opinion Justice G erard char­ 
acterizes the article as a gross and 
vicious libel, but finds th at no evi­ 
dence exists to show th at Messrs. 
Carvalho, Merrill and Clark had any­ 
thing w hatever to do w ith its writing 
o r publication. 
The decision affirms the principle 
th a t the officers of 
a corporation 
which publishes a new spaper are not 
liable 
to 
crim inal 
prosecution 
for 
libels printed in the new spaper sim­ 
ply because of the fact th at they are 
such officers and w ithout further proof 


to connect them with the m anage­ 
m ent of the newspaper. 
"W hen a corporation has published 
a libel," says Justice Gerard in his 
decision, "every person who at the 
tim e of the publication is in any way 
engaged in the actual m anagem ent 
of the corporation is subject to prose­ 
cution. 
But 
some 
proof of

m anagem ent m ust be made, to hold 
any persons for trial.”

RU TTER 
MAKING AND CARE OF CREAM 


TH E FARM 


The first requirement in the making 
of good butter is pure milk, and this 
means a clean dairy barn, 
clean cows 
and a clean milker. 
lf the cream is raised in the old-fash­ 
ioned way the milk must be set in a 


ro o m or cellar where the air is pir,* 
and free from disagreeable odors. 


If the cream is separated by the mod­ 
ern method of the hand separator, the 
separator should be washed after every 
separation. 
Milk pail3, strainers, cans 
and all receptacles must be kept clean. 
Milk 
and cream 
undergoes 
more 
change than other substance. 
In de­ 
composing, 
milk or cream produces 
various forms of bacteria and when 
new milk or /cream comes in contact 
with this bacteria it is quickly soured 
and spoiled. 
Hence thoro washing. 
Cleanliness. 
The second point to take into consid­ 
eration in the making o f good butter is 
the age of the cream before churning. 
Choice butter cannot be made from 
cream over three days old. 
Churn fro- | 
quently. 
The common m istake made I 
on the farm where only a few cows are 
kept is in keeping the cream too long 
before churning. 
If it will make only 
a pound of butter churn at least twice 
a week if you are making butter to 
sell. 


CARE OF THE CREAM 


When the cream is skimmed it should 
be put in a vessel especially for the 
cream, and this vessel should be washed 
and scalded thoroly before using. 
For 
a few cows an earthen jar answers this 
purpose very well. 
The cream should 
be set in cold water and stirred thoroly 
every time new cream is added. 
Fresh 
separator cream 
should 
always be 
thoroly cooled before adding to that 
previously separated’ 
Cream 
should 
bo kept sw eet 
until within twelve 
hours before churning. 
To do this it 
must be kept cool. 
Cream should be 
soured to churn but only enough to 
thicken. 
To keep cream sw eet it should 
be kept at a temperature below 55 de­ 
grees. 
To ripen it should be at a tem ­ 
perature of from 65 to 70 degrees owi^g 
to age of cjeam and tim e in which it ’S 
required to ripen before churning. The 
tem perature for churning is 60 degrees. 
In butter making a thermometer is 
very necessary. 


CHURNING 


The old way of churning was to 
churn till the butter collected into a 
mass. 
This is no longer done in the 
modern ' method. 
The 
churning 
is 
ceased when the butter is in the granu­ 
lar form or about the size of wheat 
grains. 
The butter milk is then drawn 
off and the butter washed. 
The butter 
is washed in the churn by revolving it 
in w ater, the w ater being changed two 
or three times or until all trace of but­ 
ter milk has been removed. 
The wash­ 
ing is a very important process as but­ 
ter will not keep well when all the but­ 
ter milk is not removed. 
The salting 
may be done in the churn using an 
ounce of salt for every pound of but­ 
ter. 
It is preferable to pack butter in 
three or five pound jars e.s it sells best 
to local trade in this form. 
Butter 
should be marketed every week. 
Be clean and keep everything clean 
in butter making. 
Set the milk as soon as possible af­ 
ter milking if the sepaiator is not used. 
The quicker milk is cooled after 
milking and the lower the temperature 
the more cream will rise. 
Cream should 
be churned within tw elve hours after 
souring. 
Keep a therm om eter and use it. 
U se a barrel churn and never use it 
for butterm ilk vat. 
It should be kept 
sw eet and pure. 
Get your butter to market in good 
condition. 
Keep the creamery in view. 
It will not pay to make butter at 
home when there are cows enough in 
the neighborhood 
for a 
successful 
creamery.

STATES TO HELP THE FUNDS. 


Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
Suggests Building to Be Used For 
Exhibitions, Conventions and Inau* j 
gural Balls—Congress to Be Seen. 


Following the plan of the southern 
j 
commercial congress 
*r n permanent j 
home and exhibition building In Wash­ 
ington, the Los Angel'S chamber ©1 
commerce has bronched a scheme for 
n n a t i o n a l building of the snnie sort It? 
Washington that shall take in not onh 
exhibits from all o f the states, territo­ 
ries and insular possessions, but shall 
furnish an immense convention hail 
and a room suitable for the Inaugural 
ball. The chamber lias made arrange 
ineuts for having the matter present eg 
to c o n g r e s s and has appealed to tin 
press of the United States to spread 
and foster the idea. 
T he following is 
the scheme outlined in the circular 
that has been sent out: 
“The Idea Is to erect in some contra’, 
location an Imposing building in keep 
ing with those recently constructed by 
the government—a building aufikdent 
ly large to house exhibits from every 
atnte and territory, including Alaska, 
and from the Insular possessions of 
the T'nlted States; to give headquar­ 
ters and display space to the national 
conservation commission, to furnish a 


( exhibit between its travel times am. 
to provide a national ball to be used 
for conventions and special exposi­ 
tions. 
This convention hall, with Its 
attendant reception rooms, committee 
rooms, etc., could be used every four 
years for the Inaugural ball, thus sa v ­ 
ing the embarrassment congress 
obliged to meet each time by turning 
the pension bureau temporarily out of 
Its homo that the ceremonies incident 
to Installing a new president of the 
United 
States may 
have 
a 
fitting 
finale. 
“Such a building would Involve an 
enormous outlay, and the exposition 
committee of the Los Angeie* chamber 
of commerce, through its chairman. 
James X. L’usliay. suggests the follow 
ing method for meeting this expendi­ 
ture without seriously draining the 
treasury of any of the Interests to be 
served. 
“It is proposed that the congress oi 
the United states should make suffi- 
cleiP appropriation to take care of the 
work as relating to tin* Philippine Is 
lands, Guam. Porto Rico, Hawaii, etc.. 
while each state and territory, includ­ 
ing Alaska, should make an tpprupri.i 
tlon similar to those made for tem po 
rary expositions—say, from $50,000 to 
$ 100,noo each. Appropriations could b< 
made in two Installments, to be < ov* 
ered by two annual budgets, thereby 
working an easement in some cases 
and enabling tin* states and territories 
to m ake their appropriations larger. 
“Outside of the insular displays to be 
established and controlled by the Unit­ 
ed States government, the varied ex­ 
hibits. with their attendant lectures, 
should be created, installed ami main 
taitied by the respective state* and ter­ 
ritories through annual appropriations. 
“The second Hour <»f the proposed 
home for the magnificent government I building should contain a convention

Niels Enbesen Hausen, professor of 
horticulture at the state College of Ag­ 
riculture, Brookings, S. D., god chief 
plant explorer for the department of 
agriculture at Washington, recently re­ 
turned from his third Journey into 
northern Asia, bringing back three new 
varieties of arctic alfalfa, n clover that 
will grow through Ice aud a grape 
that is {suitable to the semiarid re­ 
gions of the United States. 
Professor 
Hansen lias spent several years hunt* | 
ing through ancient and faroff coun- 1 
tries of ttie world for Useful plants, j 
grains and fruits that we do not have 
iti lhe United Stiltes, but are suitable 
to the climate of our northern latitudes | 
and will furnish our farmers with 
greater opportunities to diversify their 
crops and practice a rotation which J 
will not exhaust the soil. 
Professor Hansen has explored Rus­ 
sia, Siberia, Turkestan, Mongolia, Man­ 
churia. western China, Japan, Trans­ 
caucasia, 
Persia, 
Lapland, 
Finland 
and other countries In search of plant 
life that will endure the cold climate j 
Of our northern border and flourish In 
the dry air of the semiarid regions of 
the west and ha* been remarkably ; 
successful. 
He started May 28, 1008, upon his 
latest expedition, from which he re­ 
turned a short time ago, going first to j 
Moscow, where lie organized a little 
expedition of four assistants, who are 
familiar with the languages as well as 
of the botany of northern Asia. 
With j 
them be started eastward, crossing Si­ 
beria into Chinese territory and trav- j 
ersing Mongolia nnd Manchuria. 
He 
returned by way of southern Siberia 
and through tlie foothills of the Alt! 
mountains and made a journey of 400 
m iles by wagon acr«~s the northern 
part of the desert of Gobi nnd the 
Hunger desert of Turkestan. 
Then, 
when he reached the Mediterranean, 
he visited the desert of Sahara, look­ 
ing for plants that will grow in dry 
climates. 
“The object of my journey was espe­ 
cially to find hardy alfalfa* that xvill 
grow 
in the colder regions of our 
northwestern states.” said Professor 
Hansen. 
“We wanted the northern­ 
most plants of Asia for the farmers of 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota. 
Dakota 
and 
Montana, Who lose millions of dollars 
from the excessive cold and open win­ 
ters without snow. 
Two years ago. 
when I visited a part of the same 
country that I have been visiting the 
last year, I found three varieties of 
yellow flower alfalfa which grow in 
latitudes as high as (»2 degrees 50 min­ 
utes, across the arctic circle. 
I got 
some seed of one of the varieties, 
which is being tested at the experi­ 
ment stations of the agricultural de­ 
partment. and this time I got a good 
supply of all three, but they will not 
go out of government bands for some 
time yet, until our experiments are 
complete and we have had an oppor­ 
tunity to determine which are the best 
soils and climate for them to grow In. 
We are constantly receiving applica­ 
tions for this and other seeds, but it 
will be several years before they are 
ready for distribution. 
“ I bad considerable difficulty in col­ 
lecting seed, because most of the al­ 
falfa grows wild, sparsely scattered 
over desert land, and that which is 
cultivated is so valuable to the farm­ 
ers that they do not want to let their 
seed go. 
The farms are few and 
widely separated In most of the covin 
tries I visited, and the farmers treas 
ure these plants. 
I was treated with 
the greatest kindness by everybody, 
both 
the officials 
and the 
people. 
In 
some 
places, 
however, 
particu­ 
larly in Mongolia, it was necessary 
for me to have a Cossack escort for 
protection as well as for guides." 
“What is the most interesting thing 
you found on your journey T* I asked, i 
“The most interesting things I found j 
were a clover plant and an alfalfa | 
growing near tin* point of greatest cold j 
In northern Asia, it was between Ya- 1 
kutsk and Verkhoyansk, north of Lake 
Baikal, on the sixty-second parallel of 
latitude. Clover and alfalfa grow wild 
there aud live through the winters 
where the temperature falls to 00 and 
7."» degrees below' zero aud the mercury 
freezes In the glass. They are not cul­ 
tivated at all. There are no farms in 
that region. The people are nomads 
and have no towns. 
“I got my seed a little farther south, 
where the mercury freezes every win­ 
ter at 40 below, and both plants will 
endure that degree of cold with the 
ground bare of snow. I brought a lim­ 
ited amount of the seed and will plant 
it at the experiment stations of the 
agricultural department, so as to raise 
a supply for distribution among the 
farmers of our own northwest, but it 
will be several years before tlie distri­ 
bution can be made, because we must 
have it thoroughly tested before we 
can let any of it go into private bands.” 
“You got other seeds and plants?” 1 
asked. 
“Yes. 
I got 250 lots of seeds and 
plants, all of economic value, mainly 
for the northern sections of the United 
States, to help the farmers in securing 
a rotation of crops, so that their land 
may not be Idle and the soil may not 
be exhausted. Other seeds and plants 
in ray collection will be valuable In 
'dry farming’ aud in fruit culture and 


in the semiarid and uorthem sections 
of the country. 
One of the alfalfas 
will be n great thing to sow In the 
clearings in northern Michigan, Wis­ 
consin, Minnesota and Maine, Where 
the timber lias been cut away, 
it Is 
especially adapted for that sort of so!! 
and conditions. 
“After returning to Russia I shipped 
my seeds and plants from Riga to 
Washington via Copenhagen and then 
returned to M oscow to get ready for 
n trip into Turkestan and Persia to 
look for Persian clover, which Is one 
of tIn* best of the fodder plants of 
India and other rainless regions. The 
Russians are Introducing it into all of 
their arid sections. 
My journey from 
Moscow to Tnsbkotid, the capital of 
Turkestan, was mflde by railway via 
Oronberg over a newly built track 
Which the Russians have recently con 
strutted In Order to bring a food sup­ 
ply and raw cotton into their markets. 
“I got a good supply of Persian 
clover seed iiud expect to get m ore. 
It is especially suitable for western 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and the 
western part* of our cotton belt. 
“I visited eight different nations, 
traveling several hundred miles amcn^ 
tin* Mohammedans nnd\ picking up 
What I could. That country has been 
sealed up by Russia, and the officers 
do not allow foreigners to go in there, 
so that I had to get a special permit. 
But everybody was very courteous and 
helpful, both the officials and the peo­ 
ple, and I had no trouble at all. 
“Since the opening of the new rail­ 
way the people have secured access to 
outside markets and are now shipping 
some extraordinary grapes from Tur­ 
kestan called the ‘maskah.’ They are 
grown under irrigation and have been 
cultivated by the Mohammedans for 
I raisins and table use for ages, but they 
have never been shipped out of the 
country, and the seeds and cuttings 
have not been accessible to foreigners 
before. 
The maskah is a very large 
grape with a superior flavor—much 
larger than our Hamburg grape. 
I got 
some vines and cuttings, which 1 hope 
will be of value to The Californians 
and other people in semiarid regions. 
I obtained a number of other varieties, 
including two seedless grapes, bigger 
than any we have now. whieh will be 
the subjects of experiment by the agri­ 
cultural department, but it will be sev­ 
eral years before we can distribute 
any of them to private growers. 
“ I came home across ancient Trans­ 
caucasia. via Tiflls and Batuni, over 
the Caspian son, and took a steamer 
for Marseilles which stops at many 
ports to discharge and take on car- 
j goes, so that I had an opportunity to 
go ashore and see a good deal. 
1 left 
the steamer at Corsica and went over 
into Italy to study the lucernes, which 


j are the alfalfas of Greece and Italy. 
From Marseilles 1 wont to Algiers and 
made a journey into the heart of tie* 
desert of Sahara to study the alfaUas 
there. 
"I brought some seed from that des­ 
ert also. 
The Arabs have grown al­ 
falfa as fodder for ages. 
It was car­ 
ried over into Spain by the Moors 
from Africa, from there to South 
America aud Central 
America and 
Mexico, and from there to California, 
and that is the roundabout way in 
which alfalfa was introduced into the 
United States. At the town of Biskra, 
in the desert of Sahara, from the 
Arabs I got a quantity of the seed of 
the original alfalfa. 
A part of it will 
be experimented with by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, and 1 will take a 
part to Dakota, where we will use it 
In the evolution that is being carried 
on by our plant breeders. 
“The Ideal alfalfa of the future will 
be a hybrid of all the alfalfas of the 
world—the wild and cultivated species 
from four continents and from all 
climates. 
We now have the best ma­ 
terials, and by the proper use of them 
we ought to be able to produce the 
final variety for those sections of the 
United States where a perennial legu­ 
minous forage is needed with which 
to feed our future meat supply.*’—Wil­ 
liam E. Curtis. Washington Cor. Chi­ 
cago Record-IIerald.

FARMERS WILL BE GAINERS 


Agricultural Department’s Chief Plant 
Explorer Telle of Hardy Varieties J 
That Will Grow In Dry Sections of j 
United States—Grapes Suitable For 
Semiarid Regions Also Found. 


Niels Ebbesen H ansen, professor of 
horticulture a t the State College of Ag­ 
riculture, Brookings, S. D., and chief 
plant explorer for the departm ent of 
agriculture a t W ashington, recently re­ 
turned from his third journey into 
northern Asia, bringing back three new 
varieties of arctic alfalfa, a clover that 
will grow through ice and a grape 
th at is suitable to the sem iarid re­ 
gions of the United States. 
Professor 
H ansen has spent several years hunt­ 
ing through ancient and faroff coun­ 
tries of the world for useful plants, 
grains and fruits th at we do not have 
in the United States, but are suitable 
to the clim ate of our northern latitudes 
and will furnish our farm ers with 
greater opportunities to diversify their 
crops and practice a rotation which 
will not exhaust the soil. 
Professor H ansen has explored Kus- ; 
sin, Siberia, Turkestan, Mongolia, Man- ] 
churia. western China, Japan, Trans- | 
caucasia, 
Persia, 
Lapland, 
Finland 
and other countries in search of plant 
life that will endure the cold clim ate 
of our northern border aud flourish iu 
tho dry air of the sem iarid regions of 
the west and has been rem arkably 
successful. 
H e started May 28, 1908, upon his ! 
latest expedition, from which he re- j 
turned a short tim e ago, going first to 
Moscow, where he organized a little 
expedition of four assistants, who are 
fam iliar w ith the languages as well as 
of the botany of northern Asia. 
W ith j 
them be started eastw ard, crossing Si- i 
beria into Chinese territory and trnv- j 
ersing Mongolia and M anchuria. 
He I 
returned by way of southern Siberia ; 
and through the foothills of the AIU j 
m ountains and made a journey of 400 ' 
miles by wagon across the northern i 
part of the desert of Gobi and the , 
H unger desert of Turkestan. 
Then. ! 
when he reached the M editerranean, 
he visited the desert of Sahara, look- | 
ing for plants th at will grow in dry j 
climates.

“Tho object of my journey was espe- 
d ally to find hardy alfalfa* th at will 
grow' 
in the colder regions of our j 
northw estern states.” said Professor I 
Hansen. 
“We w anted the northern- \ 
most plants of Asia for the farm ers of ; 
W isconsin, 
M innesota. 
Dakota 
and j 
M ontana, who lose millions of dollars I 
from the excessive cold and open win- ; 
ters w ithout snow. 
Two years ago, J 
when I visited a part of the sam e J 
country th at I have been visiting the j 
last year, I found three varieties of 
f yellow flower alfalfa which grow in 
latitudes as high as 62 degrees 50 min­ 
utes, across the arctic circle. 
I got 
some seed of one of the varieties, 
which is being tested at the experi­ 
m ent stations of the agricultural de­ 
partm ent, and this tim e I got a good 
supply of all three, but they will not 
go out of governm ent bands for some 
tim e yet, until our experim ents are 
complete and we have had an oppor- j 
tunity to determ ine which are the best j 
soils and clim ate for them to grow in. ; 
W e are constantly receiving appllca- j 
tlons for this and other seeds, but it j 
will be several years before they are 
ready for distribution. 
“I had considerable difficulty in col­ 
lecting seed, because most of th e al­ 
falfa grows wild, sparsely scattered 
over desert land, and th at which is 
cultivated Is so valuable to the farm ­ 
ers th at they do not w ant to let their 
seed go. 
The farm s are few and 
widely separated In most of the couu 
tries I visited, and the farm ers treas­ 
ure these plants. 
I was treated w ith 
the greatest kindness by everybody, 
both 
the 
officials 
and the 
people. 
In 
some 
places, 
however, 
particu­ 
larly In Mongolia, it was necessary 
for me to have a Cossack escort for 
protection as well as for guides.” 
“W hat is the most interesting thing 
you found on your journey?” I asked. 
“The most interesting things I found 
were a clover plant and an alfalfa 
growing near the point of greatest cold 
in northern Asia. It was betw een Ya­ 
kutsk and Verkhoyansk, north of Lake 
Baikal, on the sixty-second parallel of 
latitude. Clover and alfalfa grow w ild 
there and live through the w inters 
where the tem perature falls to OO and 
75 degrees below zero and the m ercury 
freezes In the glass. They are not cul­ 
tivated at all. 
T here are no farm s in 
th at region. The people are nom ads 
and have no towns. 
“I got my seed a little farther south, 
where the m ercury freezes every w in­ 
ter at 40 below, and both plants will 
endure th a t degree of cold w ith the 
ground bare of snow*. I brought a lim ­ 
ited am ount of the seed and will plant 
It at the experim ent stations of the 
agricultural departm ent, so as to raise 
a supply for distribution among the 
farm ers of our own northwest, but it 
will be several years before tile distri­ 
bution can be made, because we m ust 
have it thoroughly tested before we 
can let any of It go into private bands.” 
“You got other seeds and plants?” I 
asked. 
“Yes. 
I got 250 lots of seeds and 
plants, all of economic value, mainly 
for the northern sections of the United 
States, to help the farm ers in securing 
a rotation of crops, so that their land 
may not be idle and the soil may not 
be exhausted. 
Other seeds and plants 
in ray collection will be valuable In 
‘dry farm ing’ and in fruit culture and
